The wide ramifications of Pen- 
dorgast business Interests—a con- 
crete paving company, a whole- 
Bale liquor distributing concern, 
bis horse race stables, his affill- 
ation with the construction c 
cerns—all have been placed under 
the searching eyes of the feder- 
al grand Juries in recent weeks.

velopments has been a sensation- 
al shakeup of his city political 
stronghold, where he has been 
in continuous power since 1926 
and a factor since the turn of 
the century.

AUSTIN, April 29.—(flV-A Jit- 
tery legislature, uncertain about 
how to get additional tax money 
to pay proposed bigger old ago 
pensions and facing technical ad- 
journment In 11 days, pondered 
tho issue In week end recess to- 
day.Advocates of a senate-approved 
constitutional amendment levying 
a 2 per cent sales tax and boost- 
ing oil, gas and sulphur taxes 
one-fourth failed to get action in 
four tries in the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday. 
The procedure was significant 
because throughout the 120-day 
long session various blocs have 
wrangled in attempts • to find a 
solution to the pension Issue. 
No indication has been forth- 
coming from the senate as 
to 
what It will do with the houso 
revenue plan. , 
Although It probably will come 
up automatically about the middle 
of next week, the houso first re- 
fused to suspend rules and consid- 
er tho amendment, then thrice de- 
clined to givo It a preferred posi- 
tion on the calendar. 


A two-thirds majority, or 100 
votes, is needed for approval of 
a constitutional amendment. 
Rep. Paris Smith of Bay City, 
urging adoption of a motion to 
set trio amendment for special or- 
der, told his colleagues "most of 
us came here to raise some money 
for the old folks, and If we don't 
do something soon we'll be sitting 
up there In tho gallery, Instead of 
hero on the floor."

TREE SHELTER-BELTS 
The success of the ex- 


periment on the western 
plains, to protect cultivated 
land from wind-erosion and 
conserve moisture, has been 
surprising. The first trees 
were planted 
four 
years 


ago. 
Seventy per cent of 


them have 
survived 
and 


made a good growth, and 
benefits from 
them 
are 


said to be already evident. 
The general facts of this 
movement, as given by a 
correspondent of the New 
York Times, should inter-

In the wind-swept area 


where 
about 100,000,000 


trees have 
already been 


>lanted, the shelter-belt ex- 
;ends for 11,350 miles on 
16,000 farms of six states. 
The trees are planted 9,000 
to a mile. The whole pur- 
pose is utility. The farmer 
prepares his land for plant- 
ing, 
furnishes fencing ma- 


terials ,and cultivates the 
shelter belt till it is well 
started. The Forest Service 
supplies the trees and di- 
rects the WPA work in 
planting and building two- 
wire fences about the belts. 


These belts do not run 


in continuous lines. They 
are 110 feet wide and one 
mile of belt covers 13 acres.. 
The 
Forest 
Service has 


found that the land on -the 
lee side of such a belt is 
protected to a distance of 
60 times the hight of the 
trees.- Thus a belt when 60 
feet high should protect the 
soil from the wind for half 
a mile. 


Eventually, of course, all 


such stands of trees tend 
to spread, and provide con- 
siderable useful timber and 
firewood, also to hold mois-

He advised President Roosevelt in carefully chosen 


but respectful words that nations directly concerned 
should determine the matter and added that evidently 
no nation had asked for American protection against 
Germany. 


Hitler served notice on Great Britain that he was 


denouncing the 1935 naval pact and told Poland he 
considered 
the 1984 ten-year 


aggression pact was ended. 
German-Polish non- 


He said Poland violated 
the pact by mobilizing 


troops when Germany had no intention of attacking her. 


Hitler pointedly asked President Roosevelt to ful- 


fill "the promises" of President Wilson "that German 
colonial claims" would receive "just examination." 


The chancellor reminded Roosevelt Germany follow- 


ed the American lead in rejecting conferences and cited 
the United States' refusal to join in League of Nations. 


Ho delved into history to show* 
that for hundereds of years tho 
United States and other nations 
settled their differences by arms 
instead of by conference. 


The Gorman government viewed 
.the speech as Hitler's official re- 
•ply to tho president's message. 


Expect Written Reply. 
(High quarters In Washington 
indicated yesterday the speech as 
delivered orally would not be con- 
sidered as adequate reply and that 
a written answer would be ex- 
pected.) 


A careful study of the prepared 
Gorman and English texts of Hit- 
ler's address 
by newspapermen 
who listened to the delivery dis- 
closed an Important one-word in- 
terpolation by tho fuehrer. 


Ho not only injected but stress- 
ed the word "cinmalige" ("one and 
only") In referring to his offer to

Offers Assurances. 
Addressing the 
reiehstag 
the 
German feuhrer offered assurances 
of "the kind desired by Mr. Roose- 
velt on the condition of absolute 
reciprocity provided that the state 
wishes It and itself addresses to 
Germany a request for such as- 
surance"—of non-aggression. 


Specifically he gave "an assur- 
ance regarding 
those territories 
which would after' all give him 
(Roosevelt) the most cause for op- 
$ 
prehension, namely 
the 
United 
States Itself and the other states 
of the American continent." 
The feuhrer made a 
long 21- 
polnt analysis of the 
President's 
message, which appealed for Ger- 
man and Italian pledges

Some of those states, he said, 
he had asked whether they felt 
themselves menaced, and added

p. m. (7:26 a. m. CST) his 
voice still strong after more than 
two hours of oratory. Four min- 
utes later Field Marshall Goerlng 
declared the session closed and 
Hitler left amid the 
thunderous 
, 
"Hells!" of the deputies. 
Lays Blamo On Others. 


Hitler laid the blame on "British 
war mongers" and 
on Poland's 
calling up troops for his cancella- 
tion of the two agreements. 
He contended Poland had reject- 


,, 
ed a just offer for solution of the 
problem of Danzig and the cor- 
ridor. 


In announcing his decllson that 
the 10-yoar non-aggression agree- 
ment of 1934 with Poland had been 
infringed, Hitler ominously refer- 
red to the fate of Czecho-Slovakia 
by saying: 


"The worst is that now Poland, 
like Czecho-Slovakla a year ago, 
believes under the pressure of a 
lying international campaign that 
it must call up troops 
although 
Germany on her part has not call- 
ed up a, single man and has not 
thought of proceeding in any way 
against Poland." 


He asserted his offers to Poland 
had been rejected.

Alasco-Lorralne. 
To France Hitler repeated his 
guarantee to respect Alasco-Lor- 
ralne as French territory. The ter- 


. rltory was won by Germany In tho 


war of 1870 and-regolned by France 
In the world war. 


Answering President Roosevelt's 
.non-aggression proposals he de- 
clared himself willing to give to 
other nations assurances of non- 
aggression on tho condition of ab- 
solute reciprocity, and provided 
the states In question desired It. 
Hitler arrived at

opera 
house, the meeting place, at noon 
and began speaking nine minutes 
later (5:09 a. m. CST) 
, 
Despite the rain, he drove to

the opera house In an open car.

Minister Hermann Wilhelm 
Goerlng opened the session with a 
silent tribute to deputies who had

The feuhrer gave specific assur- 
ances regarding the American con- 
tinent. 
Guarantee to United States. 


"I should not like to let this op- 
portunity pass without giving above 
all to the President of tho United 
States an assurance 
regarding 
those territories which would after 
all give him the most cause for 
apprehension, namely the United 
States Itself and the other states 
of the American continent. 


"And 
I hero solemnly 
declare 
that all the assertions which have 
been circulated In any way con- 
cerning an Impending German at- 
tack or Invasion on or In American 
territory are rank frauds and gross 
untruths, quite apart from 
the 
fact that such assertions, as far 
as the military possibilities are 
concerned could have their origin 
only in a stupid Imagination." 


Hitler declared that the basis 
for the naval treaty with Great 
Britain, limiting the reich's navy 
to 35 per cent of the British, had 
been removed and.that he had no 
titled the British glvernment to 
that effect. 


"Since England today, both by 
the press and officially, upholds 
the view that Germany, should be 
opposed under all • circumstances 
and confirms this by the policy o 
encirclement known to us, the basis 
for the naval treaty has been re- 
moved." 
'I have therefore resolved to 


sond today a communication to this 
effect to the British government. 
Action of Self-Respect. 


"This Is not a matter of prac- 
tical material .importance to us— 
for I still hope that we shall be 
able to avoid an armaments race 
with England—but an action of 
self-respect. 


'Should the British government 


however, wish to enter once more 
Into negotiations with Germany 
on this problem no one would be 
happier than I at the prospect 01 
still being able to come to a clear 
and straight-forward understand- 
ing." 


Regarding Poland, Hitler reiter- 
ated his views that "necessity of a 
free access to the sea for the Po 
Hah state cannot be Ignored." 
Ho further declared that nations 
which like Poland and Germany 
were "condemned to live side b> 
aide would be well advised not to 
make life still harder for each 
other artlflcally and unnecessari- 
ly." 


Regarding Danzig, Hitler said 
Poland "has rejected my 
offer 
and has only declared that It Is 
prepared to negotiate concerning 
the question of a aubstltute for 
the commissioners of the League ol 
Nations and to consider facilities 
for the transit traffic through the 
corridor." 


Hitler ominously 
referred 
to 
Czecho-Slovakia's fate, saying of 
Poland's rejection:

Case of Poland. 


"The worst Is that now Poland 
like Czechoslovakia a year ago, 
believes under the pressure of a 
lying International campaign that 
It must call up troops, although 
Germany on her part has not call- 
ed up a single man and had not 
thought of proceeding In any way 
against Poland."

Nevlle Henderson nor French Am- 
bassador Robert Coulondre—both 
of whom returned to Berlin only 
this week after absences of moro 
than a month following German 
absorption of Czccho-Slovak terri- 
tory—were present at the momen- 
tous session. . Sir George Ogllvle- 
Forbes, charge d'Affaires of the 
British embassy, represented Brit- 
ain but no Frenchman or Poles 
were noted in the diplomatic cir- 
cle. 


Acting Charge d'Affalres Ray- 


mond Gelst and Donald Heath rep- 
resented the United States. 
Love Been Wasted. 


Further developing his attitude 
toward Britain, Hitler said: 
"If England perchance thinks 
she may look upon Germany as a 
vassal- state then our 
love 
and 


friendly feelings have Indeed been 
wasted on England. 


"Our self-esteem Is Just as great 
as that of an Englishman for Eng- 
land. We Germans do not feel in 
the least inferior to the . British 
nation." 


In further explanation of his de- 


nouncing the Anglo-German na- 
val accord Hitler 
said 
he had 
"heard the statement of the Brit- 
ish Prime Minister to the effect 
that he is not able to put any trust 
In Gorman assurances." 


"Under the circumstances,' the 
feuhrer said, "I consider it a mat- 
ter of course that we no longer 
wish or expect him (British Prime 
Minister Chamberlain) or the Brit- 
ish people to bear the burden of a 
situation which is only conceivable 
in an atmosphere of mutual con- 
fidence.'/ , '

ler did not disclose how many 
of the 31 nations enumerated by 
the President replied to the Ger- 
man questionnaire asking them If 
they felt themselves threatened. 
He merely said "the reply was 


In all cases negative, In some In- 
stances strongly so." 


Roosevelt's Inclusion of Ireland 


In the list evoked this caustic rc- 
jolndert 
"I have just read a speech de- 


livered by Mr. De Valera (Irish 
prime minister Eamon de Valera) 
in which, strangely enough, and 
contrary to Mr. Roosevelt's opin- 
ion he does not charge Germany 
with oppressing Ireland but re- 
proaches England with subjecting 
Ireland to continuous aggression 
at her hand." 


Hitler 
also 
charged Roosevelt 
with falling to notice "Palestine Is 
at present occupied not by Ger- 
man troops but by the English 
and that the country x x is suffer- 
ing the cruelest maltreatment for 
the benefit of interlopers." 
Roosevelt's suggestion that dis- 
armament or limitation of arma- 
ments be discussed at a world 
conference was countered by Hit- 
ler's, presentation of an Imposing 
array of statistics showing what 
Germany did between 1019 and 
1923 to get rid of her guns. 
Hitler Says Is Skeptical. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
fuehrer ex- 
pressed his willingness to Join In 
disarmament discussions provided 
"Mr. Roosevelt, you do not appeal 
first to me and Germany but rath- 
er to the others; I have a long line 


and shall remain skeptically In- 
clined until relalty has taught me 
to know better." 


To Roosevelt's proposal for dis- 


cussion looking toward Improve- 
ment of international trade, Hitler 
replied In part: 


"It is my belief, Mr. Roosevelt, 
that it would be a great service 
if you with your great Influence 
would remove the barriers to a 
genuinely free world trade begin- 
ning with the United States." 
- 
Hitler's derision of international 


conferences was epitomized in the 
following: 
"In almost twenty years of the 
activity of the greatest conference 
In the world, namely the League 
of Nations, it has proved Impos- 
sible to solve one single, decisive, 
International problem.1' 
To

their foreign policy Hitler replied: 
"We, on our side, might with tha 
same right address to the President 
of the American 
Republic 
the 


question as to what alms the Amer- 
ican policy has In view and on 
what Intention this policy Is based 
—In the case of the Central and 
South American states for 
In- 
stances." 


Purely Rhetorical. 


This counter question was pure- 
ly rhetorical, however, for Hitler 
added sarcastically, "I obviously 
would never presume to address 
such a request to the President 
of the United States because I as- 
sume he would probably rightly 
consider such a presumption tact- 
less." 


Hitler appealed to Roosevelt to 
redeem the promises of President 
Wilson 
on 
the basis of which 
"Germany once lad 
down 
her 
arms.' 


"President 
Wilson 
solemnly 
pledged his word 
that 
German 
colonial claims, like 
all 
others, 


would receive the same just exam- 
ination. 


"Instead of this the German pas 
sessions wore given to nations who 
have always had the largest colon- 
ial empire." 


Hitler contended Nazi Germany 
never acted contrary Jio binding 
declarations made to other states 
and cited the Scandinavian states 
as proof of this assertion. 


"None 
of 
the 
Scandinavian 
statesmen, for example, can con- 
tend a request ever has been put 
to them by tho German govern- 
ment or by German public opinion 
which was incompatible with the 
sovereignty and Integrity of their 
state." 


The fuehrer said he was "pleas- 
ed" at the desire for absolute 
mutuality on the part of the Neth- 
erlands, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Denmark. 


Grows Sarcastic. 
In a ten-minute peroration at 
the conclusion ~ot his address, Hit- 
ler contrasted 
hlg achlovemonts 
amidst many difficulties with the 
task 
of 
the 
President of the 
wealthiest nation In the world. 
With an undertone of irony he 
said: "Mr. Roosevelt, I fully un- 
derstand that the vastness of your 
nation and the amount of wealth 
in your country allow you to feel 
responsible for tho history of tho 
whole world, for the fate of- all 
nations. I sir, am placed in a much 
more modest and smaller sphere... 
"As a precaution against the

declared Dr. William C. Burton

nation-wide campaign.

Same note was echoed by other 
Speakers. 
" District Judge Wayn« R. How- 
ell presided at the meeting and 
presented the Rev. Gordon Mac- 
Innes, pastor of the Third Avenue 
Presbyterian church, who briefly 
discussed the history of the Na- 
tional Conference of 
Christians 


and Jews, sponsors of the move- 
ment. He declared the purpose of 
the meeting was to arouse people 
to a fight against Intolerance, and 
to create, maintain and 
develop 
the consistent practice of the com- 
mandment of love. The Invocation 
was pronounced by the Very Rev. 
Monsignor V. 
Graffeo 
of the 
Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception. 


National Colon. 
The national colors were then 


advanced by tho color guard of 
Johnson-Wiggins Post No.

American Legion, as the audience 
stood, and was followed by the 
alnglng of "America" under the 
direction of S. K. Brctz.

'He also announced a meeting be- 


v fore the student body of Baylor 
University to be held at Waco 
.next Thursday.

1* He sketched the history1 of the 


movement and said it was started 
11 years ago and definitely waa 
not a reactionary movement to 
contemporary events In Europe. 
He also stated the movement had 
changed Its policy and was now 
attempting a full coverage of the 
nation rather than concentrating 
the work in the larger cities. 
Mr. Harrison stated the goal of 
the campaign was not the forma- 
tion eventually of a single relig- 
ious unit, for It was recognized that 
religion was strictly a matter for 
the Individual and the rights of 
each person must remain Intact. 
He declared the true Inspiration 
of democracy came from religion 
and freedom of worship. 


Speakers Introduced. 


All of the visiting speakers were 


introduced to the audience, and 
then Father Michael J. Ahern, S. 
J., ol Weston, Mass., was present- 
ed to open the program, 
Father 


Ahorn reported the Friday night 
session was his 35th meeting In 
nine days; he also said he was 
glad to report that Massachusetts 
had finally ratified the "Bill 
of 


Rights" this year, Just 150 ycan> 
after It became effective. 


The Catholic priest 
asserted 
there was nothing strange about 
such meetings as the one In Corsl- 
cana and that It should be re- 
markable to find conditions other- 
wise. He declared religions wen) 
not intolerant, only men were, and 
when they created sectarian dif- 
ferences and bitterness they were 
themselves violating the 
rights 


guaranteed In the constitution. He 
pointed out the conditions existing 
in the totalitarian states were per- 
fect examples of what happened 
when the people were derprlved of 
the rights guaranteed in the first 
amendment, to the constitution. He 
also took occasion to differentiate 
between privileges and rights, as 
sorting the latter was the heritage 
of all people 
while the 
former 


was a free concession by some 
group or Individual. 
In closing, Father Ahern said 
the Ills of the world could be cur- 
ed by the adoption universally of 
the "Bill of Rights," and insisted 
Americans were becoming lethar- 
gic in the 
protection of their 
rights and In the practice of toler- 
ance. 


Urges Tolerance. 


Dr. Burton, native Texan and 
World War aviator, took up the 
discussion and declared there were 
certain things upon which follow- 
ers of all faiths could agree. He 
declared the basic tenets were al- 
ways tolerant while the Individual 
interpretations were many times 
Intolerant because a person was 
always nice to himself and his 
own views and supercritical of 
others. 


Among the common points listed 


for all faiths by the speaker were 
the fundamental belief In God, the 
brotherhood of'man, the value of 
human personality, the justice of 
God, and that human conduct was 
the vital test of the religion of 
any individual. 


The sepaker insisted he was not 
an alarmist, but certainly thing* 
were not "all right with the world" 
or even the United States. He de- 
clared subversive forces were or- 
ganized and busy and were carry- 
Ing out their plans. 
He declared 


divided churches had left the field 
wide open to the organized forces 
of vice and crime. He 
contended 


legislation and education could not 
offer a solution but only the exal- 
tation of spiritual ideals. He pre-
